MEN 
WEBE

FRIENDS. 


The Slayer, 
Perforated With Bullets Came 


to Phoenix 
and 
Put 
Himself 
Into 
a 


Hospital, 


Georgo Wells 
was 
brought 
in 
from 
tbo 
Harqua Hala 
country 
Sunday morning, suffering from 
a 
gunshot 
wound 
in 
tho forehead 
and another in the left side of tho 
body in tho 
region 
of the 
heart 
Tho shootinir 
had occurred in 
a 
drunken affray with 
a man by the 
iiamo of I igo Letsford, near Harris-burg- , 
in 
Yuma county. 
The snf 
feiing 
which 
Wells was 
undergo 
ing guvo his storj' of tho affair an 
incoherency which is not very sat 
isfying. 
Ho said that 
ho and 
Letsford, 
who had been good friends, 
wore 
in a saloon and had been 
engaged 
in a gamo of cards in which there 
had been 
no 
quarrel. 
jYftcr tbo 
g.ime they 
were 
standing at 
tho 
bar when Letsford pushed a rusty 
six shooter 
toward 
him and told 
him to defend himself. 
That is tho 
old western way of 
laying tho foundation for a plea of 
self defense. 
Wells told 
Letsford 
that there was no need 
for either 
of them to shoot tho 
other, 
but 
while ho was remonstrating 
Lets- 
ford fired. The bullet struck Wells 
squarely in tho 
forehead and. 
be 
was 
partially 
blindod 
by 
tho 
stream of blood 
which shot 
from 
tho wound. 
Letsford 
fired 
again 
and missed, but his third shot took 
effect in Wells' sido, 
and instead 
of penetrating the body, plowed its 
way underneath 
the 
skin around 
it. 
Wells then fired 
his 
first shot 
and Lotsford fell mortally 
wound- 
ed, the 
ball 
cutting 
through 
the 
intestines. 
Wells 
tried 
to 
fire 
afterward at his prostrate foe, 
but 
could not discharge 
tho 
weapon. 
He tried 
to get 
another 
but 
by- 
standers prevented 
him. 
A 
local 
physicians said that Letsford could 
not livo. 
Wells camo across the country 
to Congress Junction 
and caught 
tho 
Phoenix-boun- 
d 
train. 
Con- 
ductor McGrath telegraphed ahead 
for a physician, 
who 
mot him 
at 
tho train 
and 
took 
him to 
tho 
Sisters' hospital. 
Before going to 
the hospital ho was able to sit at a 
lunch counter 
and 
eat a 
hearty 
meal. 
An operation 
for removal 
of bullets 
was 
performed. 
Tho 
ono in forehead had 
penetrated to 
some depth below 
tho skull, 
but 
the physician 
in 
attendance 
he would survive thp wound. 
Neither Wells 
nor 
Lotsford 
aro 
well known here. 
Republican. 
Ligo Letsford died 
after Wells 
had left tho sccno of the shooting 
affray, 
Wells was exonerated 
by 
tho coroner s jury and will recov 
cr from his wounds if blood poison- 
ing does not sot in.

town and cities claiming tho holy 
man as their 
patron 
saint a

tracted celebration is held, 
usually 
lasting a week. 
Magdalena, on the Sonor.i 
rail 
road, fifty miles south of Nogalcs, 
is one of the 
places 
which 
have 
been honored with tho patronago 
of San Francisco Xavicr, 
and this 
year tho 
fiesta in 
his honor 
will 
begin at that 
place upon 
tho 27th 
ofjSeptembcrtertninatcing 
upon the 
Cth of October. 
During all that 
period the efligy of the holy man, 
an engraving 
of whom 
will lie in 
state in tho principal church in the 
town, and will be visited by thou- 
sands of the dovout from all over 
Sonora 
and 
Arizona; and 
they 
come even 
from 
Chihuahua, 
Cali- 
fornia, Sinaloa 
and 
Lower 
Cali- 
fornia. 
It is estimated that during 
the week of adoration 
from 12,000 
to 15,000 people 
visit tho 
town.

Sonora 
railway 
runs 
special 
trains, 
great 
long 
ones

crowded.

names, 812 of whom arc 
tax-payer-
